OK, I suppose you 1 re asking, "What ar« Fudge Factors ?* 
Well, the FUDGE FACTOR system la based on one simple 
proposal! that KIPLOUACX la JaOT a balanced game. 
Some people claim that It's the person, not the 
position, that determines the winner, and since all 
countries tend to win at one tine or another, all 
Raneg should be treated equal. An I recall, the olw 
WAR AT SEA rules (US ahlps could only come into play 
on n roll of 6) allowed both sides to win - but the 
Germans won twice as many t lmes t Besl dee T everyone 
knows that Russia la easier to play than Austria. 
So, somebody had to come up with a way to give each 
country an adjustment In order to moke a win with a "hard" country more 
than one with an "easy** one - these are the FUDGE FACTORS. 

A person* ft FF score for a game Is the product of two things % one is the 
country's fudge factor, and the other is (maximum number of centers 
held in the game / IB) + (Calhamer points awarded). Note that the 
second factor is always 2 for a winning port it ion f record less of the 
number of centers held at the end (even on a concession)* Each 
country's fudge factor is calculated by determining how many "standard 
errors" away from the mean of 1/7 that country's average CPC-per-gama 
la (based on the lest 6 issues of EVERYTHING). A "standard error" la 
1/7 x the eqoare root of (6 / the total number of gamea). For example: 
If Austria baa a win, 2 2-way draws, and * 7 -way draws out of 24 games, 
the CPC total la 18/7, so the average is (18/7)/24, or 3/ZS, and the 
standard error Is 1/7 x aqrt(6/24), or 1/14. 3/26 la 1/28 below 1/7, 
so Austria la 1/2 of a standard error below the mean. 

The actual "fudge factor" is 1 plus 0*2 for every standard error below 
the mean (so non-winning countries get large FFs) or minus O. 2 for 
every standard error above the mean. In the example , Austria ia 1/2 
oT a standard error below the mean (which Is always 1/7), so the FF 
for Aufltria is 1. lOO. Thus, a win as Austria would be worth 1*1 x 2, 
or 2.2 points. 

ffOTE that the final scores are multiplied by lOO, so that the pointa 
for that Austrian win are recorded as 220, not 2.2 . 

There are two kinds of overall fudge factor ratings for a player; the 
average score and the total score. Personally, I prefer the average, 
since using a total gives a big advantage to players who are In many 
games (thin is one thing wrong with the CPC). There Is a minimum number 
of games needed for a player to be eligible for rating; only en* person 
per country per game geta that rating - usually thw one who had tba 
most SCa (in a win or draw power, the last player) » but there are 
exceptions. Also, some, but not all, "irregular" games are counted: 
for example, most "irregular standby policy" games count, but "local" 
games don't. Also, electronic mall games count If thoy would otherwise 
count had i hey been FBU. (However , anonymous games are variants t )

This is one of the best DSP 
t ype games 1 1 ve seen , and it's available for several computers , Including Apple? 
and <what else?) The Commodore 64. Characters, Dungeons, and what not can he 
saved on dink for future use . 

One feature I like, and a IVtl) nut may not, is the way experience is 
applied. One of my complaints about D&D is that a sufficiently advanced 
character may have more "hit points", that Is, be able to take more damage, than 
a Red Dragon. Such interesting but rather ridiculous events do not take place in 
ToA* 

Among other things, there are Tour "levels'* to the "Dunjon", with e total 
of 233 rooms , seven classes of magical items, and 24 types of monsters. The 
combat system is highly playable, though perhaps slightly over-sirapl i f 1 ed . The 
handling of traps, secret doors, and listening night fare somewhat better under a 
human gamemaster. 

The character, (Thats right, 1 said the, OR in one at a time. Gone are the 
multi-character expeditions that are a staple of most RPG's,) has six basic 
attributes! Intel 1 i genre , which affects the characters ability to parley with 
monsters and the innkeeper; intuition, which affects the ability to detect secret 
doors, trsps t and unpleasant surprises; ego, which also affects your ability to 
influence others, as well as measuring how detirnlnedly your character fights 
when wounded; strength, constitution* and dexterity, which have basically the 
same usage as in other RPC r s, 

The nanual is very well done, with a light touch, as we have come to expect 
f row Jon Freeman. (The author of the manual for this and and other Epyx games t 
among other things.) One of the monster descriptions: "Jellies- are formless 
masses of translucent jell* about three feet high end six or eight feet across; 
their touch dissolves flesh. The have no socially redeeming vnlue." 

One really nice touch is the character set that Is used. On the at 
least r it is child 1 * play to replace the Commodore character set with just about 
anything you want. For you non-programmers, this Just means that all the letters 
in ToA are in Old KngHsh script. 

If this review seems unorganized, that *b because I *m kind of rushed for 
time. I wanted to send this to f>on much earlier, but I knew I'd be borrowing ToA 
eventually and just had to include a review. Anyway, it gets high marks from me. 
How much? Well, T stayed up till 1:30 two nights in a row playing. (This Is not 
something that I recommend as a regular thing, especially after n TaeOwonPo 
class.

Personal attacks » that have little or nothing to do with the nobby or any 
portion thereof, really have no place in the hobby. The object "of "the attack 
can only be injured, and nobody benefits benefits from it. Period. 

Hobby-related attacks ■ such as accusations of GMIng or publishing improprieties 
or questioning the abilities of a bobby custodian, are not out of line, as 
long as they have f out)g_at ion gad are not combined with unrelated personaT 
attack's . Unfortunately, there are many who do not Irnow the difference between 
a personal attack and a bobby-related one. Combining the two is no better 
than a personal Attack alone. 

Cther debates - such as political d i scusr, i oris , also have had personal attacks 
introduced into them. If people really want to argue over Grenada, nuclear 
freezes, Olympic boycotts and whatnot, stay on the subject and don't attack 
someone personally just because his/her views may b« different from yours. 

Well, that's how most feuds keep going, flow do they start? That's a good 
ques hi on, especially since I should have covered it f i r: t„ Pisorgani Eat J on, 
dlsoE^nlKatlon. . . 

Many feuds start because of something that happen? in a game that g ra ts carried 
on long after the pane is over. I suppose telling these people "It's only 
a game" sounds pretty trite, but it still applies* 

Other times, someone takes another^s aomraents, such as a humorous remark or 
some constructive criticism, the wrong way. Such overs ensi tivity Is unfor- 
tunate, but continuing to exploit, that sensitivity is much less than fair* 
And for some reason, there are a Tew who choose to level attacks on people 
for no apparent reason whatsoever, or for reasons so far removed from the 
hobby that they seem rather ridiculous* 

You might say, "Well, it takes two to make a feud," and that certainly is true 
in many cases, where both sides continue going at each other lotig after their 
amnio has run out* Some are too eager to accept a challenge* Others adhere to 
a policy of "ignore them and they'll go away". But from what T have seen, if 
someone is intent enough on starting 'a_.ftiud ¥ he 1 !! succeed, no matter bow 
long his target tries to ignore him- The' target will reach the breaking poi nt 
sooner or later a rid the feud is on- Everyone loses . 

And the worst of all is when an active effort is made to drive someone out 
of the hobby completely for little or no reason. Fortunately this doesn't 
happen too often, though, and it's a good thing. Trying do do such a thing 
i s about as low as you can get.
